New York.—The commerce of the 
world comes Into the Hudson riv er, 
and about Its mouth dusters unequaled 
activ ity . 
It often has been compared to the 
Thames and the Seine, but neither of 
these is deep enough to care for the 
great 
liners 
which 
rest 
at 
uptown 
docks along tin* Hudson. 
This activ ity ev en descends beneath 
tiie riv er for subv ,ay lines and rail­ 
way s hav e run cy lindrical tubes far 
beneath Its bed, so deep that the roar 
of passing trains is muffled in 
the 
depths. 
For 
miles 
below 
Sev enty second 
street there Is the commercial activ ity 
of a metropolis, ami it continues ev en 
farther north, but from tbut juncture 
upstream, there are two west shores. 
The largest ocean liners, including 
the Lev iathan, tie up at piers on the 
Hudson, 
while 
others 
accommodate 
the freighters from ev ery land. 
There 
Is a clamor and hustle different from 
other busy sections about these d >eks, 
and there also 
usually i- a distinctiv e 
odor that marks the pr< 
luet of com­ 
merce 
handled 
on 
each 
freighter's 
pier. 
Space is at a 
prem ium along the 
river- 
hank, whether for a business 
requiring a square or m erely a place 
to set 
a shanty. 
T h ere are lum ber 
yards, 
chandler's 
places, 
m echanic's 
shops, blacksmiths, garages and junk 
yards.

T iie northern channel

mer months usually is graced by na­ 
v al vessels, trim in their gray paint 
and gay iy decked with pennants.

blocks. White riv er boats arrive and 
depart and at interv als of ten or fif­ 
teen blocks are the anchorages for ex ­ 
clusiv e y acht clubs. Close to each club­
